Salinas Junior College had the®pared with 722 of this year, even 


largest enrollment ever recorded 
here when enrollment figures 
totaled 722 Monday afternoon. 
This is an increase of 28 per cent 
over that of last year. Students 
are still signing their names to 


’ the register at a good clip, for 


Monday, 19 more had signed up. 

Four hundred and_ twenty- 
eight of these students are in 
their first year here. 

Second year students total 258 
while special students number 
23 and post graduates 13. 

Salinas, the mother city, sends 
the largest number of scholars 
to J. C. to total 258. 

Watsonville’s 150 J. C. students 
top the list for out-of-towners. 
Monterey’s 75 rank third while 
the following line-up in order: 
Santa Cruz 57, Pacific Grove 55, 
Gilroy 38, Gonzales 23, King City 
22, Carmel 21, Hollister 12, and 
Morgan Hill 11. 

Other available figures show 
that at the conclusion of the first 
week last year, 551 students had 
enrolled as compared with 703 
this year. At the conclusion of 
the second week of school last 
year, 562 had signed up as com- 


though this week still had four 
days to go. 

Because of the additions to the 
building during the past year, 
there is plenty of room and ac- 
comodations for all. Overcrowd- 
edness in classes, however, has 
necessitated adding sections to 
several courses, the most popu- 
lar being public speaking, Eng- 
lish A, business mathematics, of- 
fice machines, and home eco- 
nomics. 

Increased enrollment has jam- 
med the buses. Some in par- 
ticular are packed like sardines 
and it wouldn’t be surprising if 
seats were assigned on the top 
of thé buses like those of Fifth 
Avenue, New York. 

Just picture students taking 
their own cars to school, picking 
up a few pals on the way, and 
trying to collect gas money from 
the college. Better still, picture 
eight Santa Cruz students hitch- 
hiking to school because of over- 
crowded bus conditions and 
S. R. O. signs, or six from Mon- 
terey doing the same thing. 

Yes, Salinas is growing up, and 
plenty fast at that. 


N. Y. A. 


WORK BUREAUS, 
JOBS, SALARIES 
EXPLAINED 


N. Y. A. in common _ terms 
means help, in a financial way, 
to more than 90 students in our 
school who would not be able 
to attend without this aid. Sa- 
linas Junior College has just as 
large a percentage of its students 
working their way through as 
Cal, U. C. L. A., or any of the 
larger colleges. One-third of the 
N. Y, A. students are working 
their complete way through with 
no outside help. 

These students must maintain 
a grade average of C or better. 
Every six weeks a checkup is 
made and if the students are not 
up in their grades they are 
dropped and the hours are given 
to more worthy students. 

The N. Y. A. students receive 
salaries of from $10 to $20 per 
month. The majority,“however, 
is from $12 to $14 per month. The 
N. Y..A. is going slightly over its 
quota this month as the students 
need a good deal of money for 
tuition and books. This year 
more jobs have been provided 
by cutting down on the number 
of working hours. 

Miss Lescisin has complete 
charge of the N. Y. A. Besides 


. this she has charge of the place- 


ment bureau. This bureau does 
a great deal toward helping stu- 
dents through school by filling 
jobs in town. Last year through 
the placement bureau 125 stu- 
dents were given jobs down 
town. Of these, 28 were tempor- 
ary, 80 were part time, and 17 
were full time. Two hundred 
and eight students were aided 
last year by the N. Y. A. and 
placement bureau combined. 

N. Y. A. is an aid to the school 
as well as to the students em- 
ployed. Some of the jobs given 
are landscaping, stenographic 
work, general office work, li- 
brary club work, lab and gym 
assistant work, and even model- 
ing for the art classes.

Having watched the gay color- 
ed gladiators tangle last Satur- 
day on the scrimmage field, the 
editor of this column would like 
to point out to his dear readers 
who’s who in the much talented 
football circle. 


First of all starting at left end, 
it looks like Hayford is the boy 
to watch on this flank. His 
blocking and tackling is a sight 
for sore ,eyes to behold. But 
hard pressing ‘him for honors is 
Dan Di Pauli, a hard-hitting, 
pass-snatching end who is bound 
to see plenty of action this fall. 


The left tackle post is held 
down by a 210 pounder who in 
all probability will not let it go. 
This tackle, Martin Nodilo, is the 
best defensive linesman on the 
field. When he tackles, oppon- 
ents think they’ve been hit by a 
six-ton truck. 

Guarding the left guard posi- 
tion is Burton Stokes, the good- 
looking gentleman footballer, 
who placed second on the all- 
conference J. C. team last year. 
Should he continue the good 
work he started last Saturday, 
he will be on the first string all- 
J. C. eleven. ; 

The center position is the big- 
gest mixup of all. Although 
Keith Pope is holding down the 
Keith Pope is holding down the 
first string berth right now, Gor- 
don Brown and Charles Marshall 
will press him for the position. 
Charley Marshall is the boy who 
gave Dooley Bruno a bad time 
in scrimmage and Gordon 
Brown is the man who was 
blocking so hard that the busi- 
ness men downtown were com- 
plaining about the noise. But 
don’t let us forget Keith Pope, 
who besides centering that ball 
as straight as an arrow, can 
block and tackle equally well. 

The right guard berth at the 
present time is being held down 
by Jackie Dolan, the fastest run- 
ning guard on the squad this 
year, but coming in fast is- Wil- 
lard Branson, the boy who in 
scrimmage threw the first team 
back for a loss in the first three 
plays. Coach Winter then took 
him out to give his first team a 
chance to work their plays.

Starting at left tackle, last 
Saturday, was Jack Rittenhouse, 
one of the fastest charging line- 
men on the field.
